In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the Inhabitants of said Town, 
qualified to vote in elections and in Town affairs to meet in the old 
Hopkins Gymnasium at 10:30 in the forenoon on the eighth day of 
February, 1971 then and there to take action under Article 1. polls 
to be kept open from 10:30 to 8:00 P.M. and to meet on Saturday, 
the thirteenth day of F2bruary, 1971 at 1:00 P.M. in the Hopkins 
Academy Cafetorium to act on all other articles: 


Article 1. To elect all necessary officers of the Town.

Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with th: approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial 
year beginning January 1, 1971, and January 1, 1972, in accordance 
with the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and to 
renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than 
one year, in accordance with the provisions of General Laws, Chap- 
ter 44, Section 17, or take any action thereon. 

(Recommended ) 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to cooperate with the State under the provisions of Chap- 
ter 81 of the General Laws and to raise and appropriate the sum 
of twenty-five thousand two hundred ($25,200.00) dollars; the 
State’s share seventeen thousand three hundred twenty-five dollars 
($17,325.00) and the Town’s share seven thousand eight hundred 
seventy five dollars ($7,875.00) or take any action thereon.

Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to cooperate with the County of Hampshire and the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts under the provisions of Chapter

North Maple Street or take any action thereon.

hundred ($3,500.00) dollars the County’s share, and three thousand 
five hundred ($3,500.00) dollars the Town’s share, totaling ten 
thousand five hundred ($10,500.00) dollars or act anything thereon.

To see if the Town will vote to accept a gift of 
five hundred ($500.00) dollars from Gordon F. Neylon, lessee of 
the property containing, “The Stables Food Shoppe”, so called for 
the installation of gravity, sanitary sewer facilities and necessary 
appurtenances in Russell Street, said facilities to serve ‘The Sta- 
bles Food Shoppe’, so called and to provide accessibility for fu- 
ture extension along North and South Maple Street or take any 
action relative thereto.

Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of four thousand seven hundred ($4,700.00) dollars, of which 
five hundred ($500.00) dollars appropriated from the gift as de- 
scribed in Article 15 preceding and four thousand two hundred 
($4,200.00) dollars appropriated from available funds in unused 
sewer construction money for the installation of gravity, sanitary

eral Court, and to appropriate a sum of money for the payment of 
the charges incurred under this contract from taxation or from 
available funds in the Town Treasury or from a combination of 
both of these sources, or take any action thereon.

Said tract of land being all of that part of 
the tract of land which lies in said Hadley and which is bounded 
and described as follows: 
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Beginning at the Southeasterly corner of land belonging to 
John P. Regish on River Drive, at the Easterly bank of the Connec- 
ticut River and at the land now or formerly of William E. Pelissier, 
et ux; thence Northerly, following the Easterly bank of said Con- 
necticut River to a point at land presently zoned Business District 
and belongong to the Inhabitants of the Town of Hadley thence 
Easterly along the Southerly bound of said land presently zoned 
Business District, across River Drive, still following the Southerly 
bound of said land presently zoned Business District to a point five 
hundred (500) feet Easterly of the Easterly bound of said River 
Drive; thence in a Southerly direction, parallel to and five hun- 
dr-d (500) feet distant from the Easterly bound of said River 
Drive to the Northerly bound of land of John Sadlowski, et ux; 
thence Westerly, along the said Northerly bound of said Sadlow- 
skis, across said River Drive and along the Southerly bound of 
said Regish, to the point of beginning. 


Article 34. To see if the Town will vote to enact the following 
By-Law relative to the operation of snowmobiles: 


By-Law 


No snowmobile shall be operated within 500 feet of any resi- 
dence during the recurring time interval beginning 9:00 P.M. (lo- 
cal time) and continuing to 8:00 A.M. (local time) except that, dur- 
ing the recurring time interval, a snowmobile may be operated 
within 500 feet of the residence of the owner of the snowmobile 
when the spot of operation is not within 500 feet of any residence.

And you are hereby directed to serve this warrant by posting 
attested copies at the usual places; one at the Town Hall, one at 
the Hadley Post Office and one at the store of John Pipezynski 
all in said town seven days at least before the time of holding said 
meeting.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Moderator and the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Finance Committee operates completely as an independ- 
ent body and functions in a liason position for the benefit of every 
town department. In this capacity we have had an opportunity to 
discuss the financial request of each department and review all of 
the articles in the Town Warrant, with the help and cooperation 
of your Board of Selectmen. The committee is neither a decision- 
making body nor “hatchet man” out to chop departmental budgets 
just for the sake of cutting. To the contrary, our thinking is based 
on the theory that the Town must function within its financial 
ability to pay in line with taxable income. 


Our elected and appointed officials are the backbone of our 
growing community and fully understand what an impact inflated 
budgets would have on the tax rate. While we recognize the im- 
portance of a higher tax base, we firmly believe that the town is 
in a sound financial position and the tax rate can be held to a min- 
imum through better planning. As custodians of the Reserve Fund 
we have used our better judgement in approving transfers of 
money for unforseen or extraordinary expenses in 1970. While 
our recommendations may not please or be acceptable to every 
department, each request was carefully reviewed and we trust 
they meet with your approval. 


We would also like to take this opportunity to thank the 
Board of Selectmen and all department heads for their splendid 
cooperation in the preparation of the 1971 appropriations.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


In Hadley, as on the national scene, main interest and conceri 
centered on education, environment, and economy. High interest 
rates have resulted in “tight money” and a subsequent decline in 
new home and business construction. Consequently, there has been 
little or no change in the taxable property during the past year. 
Despite the increased tax rate in 1970, proposed expansion of 
town services, including roads, sewage, new dump facilities, and 
the construction of a new highway garage will contribute to an- 
other rise in the tax rate for 1971. 


There is a need for the construction of a new highway garage 
as the present facility is inadequate. Additional equipment pur- 
chased over the last several years to meet the needs of our growing 
community is being stored in various places because of the lack of 
space in the present location. It is the opinion of this Board that a 
new garage should be built on land adjacent to the sewer plant. A 
committee of five men, well-qualified in building construction, 
drew up plans and have received cost estimates for a new facility. 
The findings of this committee reveal that a garage housing all 
town equipment could be built for a maximum of sixty thousand 
dollars. We highly recommend passage of this article and we thank 
the committee for their work on behalf of the community. 


A connector road extending from Route 9 to Rocky Hill Road 
was approved at a special town meeting. This road will be built at 


no cost to the Town, but will provide possibilities for increased 
tax revenue. 


Although we recognize the need of a good education system 
and adequate salaries for teachers, the ability to pay for these must 
also be recognized. As in previous years, the school budget still 
accounts for the largest percentage of town expenditures. Our 


school problems regarding regionalization and a new middle school 
remain unresolved. 


In 1970, concern over air quality and water purity became a 
primary public issue. The Town of Hadley has been charged with 
violations of air and water pollution and remedial steps must be 
taken. Our present open burning dump operation will have to be 
converted into a londfill operation, the cost of which may excced 
one hundred thousand dollars. Regionalization with neighboring 


communities to provide sanitary disposal facilities is another al- 
ternative. 


Soil conditions in the Lake Warner area of North Hadley do 
not allow proper installation of septic tanks and leech fields for the 
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surrounding homes and has resulted in the pollution of the lake. 
The Town has been given an implementation schedule whereby 
such pollution must be halted by 1974. 


We have attempted to contact the appropriate officials within 
the federal government regarding the possible landtaking for the 
Mount Holyoke National Park. Not only would the Town lose 
twelve hundred acres of taxable property, but there might also 
be serious effects on our water and sewage systems. Furthermore, 
the responsibilities of fire and police protection and new road con- 
struction have not been designated. 


Hadley was well represented at the Hatfield Tercentenary 
Parade by several floats, the fire department, and the school band. 
The police department assisted in traffic control. To these and to 
the organizing committee we extend our sincere thanks. 


In this report we have briefly outlined a few of the problems 
confronting the Town in 1971. To solve these problems will take a 
united effort. Hadley is your town. It is only through your partici- 
pation and interest in town government that we can hope to main- 
tain a balanced tax rate - one we can all live with and one which 
will still be able to provide all the public services vital to a grow- 
ing community such as ours. We sincerely urge all citizens to 
carefully analyse the budget and all Articles in the Town Warrant 
and to attend the Town Meeting, February 13, 1971.

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REPORT OF THE HADLEY WATER STUDY COMMITTEE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Hadley Water Study Committee consists of six members 
who were appointed by the moderator. Three members were ap- 
pointed at the Hadley Water Supply District Meeting, and three 
were appointed at the Annual Town Meeting. At the first meeting 
held March 5, Mr. Roger Barstow was elected chairman. Letters 
were sent to the New England Merchants Bank, the First National 
Bank, and the Bureau of Accounts inquiring about the following 
information: 


1. Can the bonds issued by the Hadley Water Supply District 
be transferred ? 
2. Would the interest rates be the same as when the bonds 
were issued ? 
3. Would there be a transfer charge or any additional fees 
involved in the transfer? 


We received answers from the two banks and the Bureau of 
Accounts that there would be no transfer of bonds. The interest 
rates would remain the same as issued. There would be no addition- 
al fees. The Town of Hadley would carry on paying the outstanding 
debts of the Water District. 


The Hadley Water Supply District debt, being all for water 
purposes, as of January 1, 1969. was in the amount of $302,000, of 
which $194,000 is within the debt limit for water purposes under 
the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 8, and the 
balance of $108,000 under special law, which latter amount does 
not come within the debt limit. 


During 1969, there were payments of $16,000 on the account 
of the $194,000, and $9,000 was paid on the account of the $108,000. 
In 1970, $25,000 was paid on the Net Funded Debt. The Net Funded 
Debt is, as of December31, 1970, $252,000. 


The assets of the Water District were reviewed and appraised 
with Tighe & Bond. The Committee has received a report from 
Tighe & Bond.

It must be kept in mind that any consideration of the true 
value of the property of the Water Supply District must take into 
account the cost of work that must be done to correct deficiencies 
in the original small reservoir-fed cast iron pipe distribution sys- 
tem. There are areas where fire flows are poor, old cast iron pipes 
are too small, fire hydrants are antiquated and valve installations 
are not proper for controlling and properly operating the dis- 
tribution system. I have not estimated the amount of money it 
would take to correct the defiencies in the original distribution sys- 
tem. This would require a fairly detailed study requiring time and 
the gathering of field hydraulic data. However, it would be safe to 
estimate that to supplement the existing system as needed to im- 
prove fire flows in critical areas, to replace antiquated hydrants 
and to install proper valves, would represent an expenditure of 
$200,000. Thus, deducting this estimated cost of desireable improve- 
ments from the hereinbefore total, the value of the property and 
pipelines of the Hadley Water Supply District would be in the 
range of $900,000 to $950,000. 


Please keep in mind that my estimate is very preliminary and 
is not intended to be an estimate to b> used in any firm and binding 
consideration as to value of the Water Supply District property.

The Committee recommends that the Town take over the 
Hadley Wat:r Supply District based on the following information: 

1. Inasmuch as the same boundaries that encompass the Had- 
ley Water Supply District are town bounds. 

2. The future development of the Town requires that this be 
done to coordinate the utilities along with our highway construct- 
ion and repairs. 
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3. Consolidation of administrative personnel. 

4. Consolidating the usage of Town equipment with the needs 
of the Hadley Water Supply District thus reducing the mainten- 
ance iosts of the Hadley Water Supply. 

5. Would plan and improve the water lines along with high- 
way construction. 

6. In emergencies manpower would be available from the 
Highway Department. 


The Committee recommends that the water shed lands be kept 
intact and that the reservoirs be kept clean and not allowed to 
deteriorate, that in emergencies, reservoirs could be put into ser- 
vice. The Committee unequivocally recommends that the water 
supply in Hockanum should be acquired. 


We see little justification for the continuation of two separate 
and distinct governmental entities which are nearly coterminous 
with each other, with the districts providinig no service that the 
town could not provide were the district to be dissolved and the 
water services provided by the town.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I am pleased to submit, herewith, my 1970 annual report, which 
highlights major results of operations during my first full year 
as Superintendent of Streets. 


Chapter 90 - Construction 

The Bay Road project represented one of the most noticeable 
single major projects in 1970. Work was concentrated this year 
primarily on that portion of the Road west of the Middle Street 
intersection. Through the use of about 62,000 yards of fill, the 
road was elevated 2 to 3 feet and widened to 46 feet. It also was 
moved about 15 feet south in certain areas in order to eliminate 
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some of the curves. That portion of the Road near the lower south 
side of West Street was constructed so as to act also as a dike 
against high waters. 


This project also included, among other things, the installation of 
approximately 1,100 feet of culvert pipe and new catch basins, the 
elevation of sewer basins, covers and fire hydrants and the pave- 
ment of the Road to a width of 30 feet. A final finishing coat 
will be applied in 1971, which will result in the completion of this 
project. 


Chapter 90 - Maintenance 

The south side of East Street was resurfaced completely in 
1970. In addition, numerous cement posts, which had been damaged 
by vehicle accidents, were replaced throughout the town. Of those 
posts, not replaced, substantially all of them were scraped and 
painted. 


Chapter 81 

Several road surfacing and treating projects were completed 
during the year. Among the roads and streets surfaced and treated 
were South Maple Street, 1.70 miles; Knightly Road, 1.1 miles; 
Rocky Hill Road, .9 miles; Mill Valley Road, .6 miles; East Hadley 
Road, .3 miles; Chmura Road, 1.1 miles; Meadow Drive, .2 miles; 
Woodlawn Avenue, .4 miles; Highland Circle, .2 miles and Chmura 
Road Circle, .1 miles. 


Improvements 

Substantial maintenance work was performed on the highways 
during 1970 which included, where necessary, scraping, graveling, 
patching, cleaning ditches and catch basins, removing snow and 
sanding highways during the winter. Several sidewalks were 
patched and in addition, black top curbs were installed on various 
roads throughout the town. 


Bridges 
New guard rails were installed and painted at North Hadley 
and Moody Bridges. 


Dikes 
All dikes were patched extensively with either gravel or loam 
and mowed. 


I and the employees of the Highway Department wish to thank 
the town officials and citizens of Hadley for their cooperation.

During 
these meetings committee members investigated and accummu- 
lated facts on various types of building that we thought might be 
suitable for the Hadley Highway Garage. Members brought in 
pictures of various types of buildings from surrounding towns, 
these included butler type building, steel frame building, and 
cement block construction. 


After receiving prices (estimates) on these types of buildings 
the committee feels that the needs of our Highway Dept. can best 
be served by a cement block structure. This proposed garage will 
be 135 ft. by 60 ft. with truss roof with office for the Supt., wash 
room, stock room, repair shop 35 ft. by 50 ft. and vehicle storage 
arca of 100 ft. by 60 ft. for town trucks and also possible storage 
area for school buses. 


According to the estimates we received the committee feels 
this garage can be built at a reasonable cost to the town of Hadley. 
We feel the most advantagious land, already owned by the town, 
would be the site near the sewer plant on lower Middle Street.

The Police Department consists of 13 men including the Chief 
of Police.

Two men are part-time Police Officers under Civil Service 
and five men are appointed Police Officers. As the volume of po- 
lice business increases, it will become necessary to add more men 
to the force.

Of the 129 accidents investigated by the Department, 31 oper- 
ators were prosecuted in Court and 38 had Registry action taken 
against them. 

Of the 224 accidents that occurred within the Town limits, 127 
took place on Route 9. This means that 57 per cent of all motor 
vehicle accidents in 1970 occurred on Route 9 between Northamp- 
ton and Amherst. Route 9 was followed in accident frequency by 
Route 47 with 12 per cent, Bay Road with 7 per cent and Rocky 


28 


Hill Road with 5 per cent. One pedestrian and one farm accident 
account for the two fatalities in 1970. 


Calls on the Police Department to investigate complaints (not 
including motor vehicle complaints) increased by 15 per cent over 
1969. Unfortunately, with a part-time Department, the telephone 
is unmanned for much of the day so that complaints can be received 
only after repeated attempts by town citizens. 


There is also an increased need for police officers for school 
functions and by private concerns such as restaurants and shop- 
ping centers. This, in addition to routine patrols and investiga- 
tions, takes a heavy toll on available manpower especially on week- 


ends and holidays.

Roads. As a result, the State has approved the proposed change at 
the Breckinridge-Huntington Road intersection, and the stop signs 
have been erected. Data on the proposed stop signs at the Comins- 
Shattuck Road intersection is still being processed. 


Changes involving other traffic hazards along Route 9 are 
expected to relieve some of the congestion in this area. A new 
road has been approved extending from route 9 to west of the 
Campus Shopping Center and is expected to relieve traffic pres- 
sures at the east end of this Route. 


Proposed changes at the intersection of Bay Road and Route 
9 will facilitate entrance to Route 9 and eliminate a dangerous 
intersection. Changes might also be expected at the East Street- 
Route 9 intersection. 
In the interest of public safety, the Department will study 
the intersections of Huntington Road and Route 47, North Lane 
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and Middle Street, and North Hadley Road and North Maple Street, 
and will make recommendations for stop signs where needed. 
These roads have become alternate exit routes for University of 
Massachusetts employees and students traveling west from the 
University. A number of accidents have already occurred at the 
junction of North Hadley Road and North Maple Street.

The year 1970 has reflected a growth in the town of Hadley 
with resultant increased responsibilities in the area of fire pro- 
tection. 


The indulgence of the residents is solicited to bear with the 
noise of the main siren going off. The main siren is connected 
with Zayres, St. John’s Church, The Golden Court and Stop and 
Shop. A fireman has to shut it off at the Fire House and then 
proceed to the fire. The inconvenience to the public should be 
measured against the fire protection it affords. 


In order to obtain maximum assistance at a fire, it is my 
firm opinion that the PLECTRON system should be installed. This 
radio system would increase the response efficiency of the Hadley 
Call Fire Department. 


This year we have added Porto Power equipment to facilitate 
removal of persons from automobile accidents and house fires. 


I have this year submitted an article for consideration at the 
town meeting to replace our 25 year old tanker. I feel strongly that 
this article should be passed to increase the fire protection cap- 
abilities in this town.

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The Fire Department has made an extensive study of the hy- 
drants in town. We have found them to be inadequate in the old 
part of town. Anyone desiring to see this report may contact me. 
I strongly recommend that the Hadley Water District investigate 
these inadequate hydrants and replace them to insure adequate 
water supply in case of fire. 


I wish to extend my thanks to the Hadley Firefighters’ As- 
sociation for the equipment (grappling hooks. etc.) donated for 
use in recovery of drowning victims. We have been called upon to 
use them many times in the past. 


I wish to express appreciation to the Tri State Mutual Aid 
System which has helped us in rescue attempts (recovery of bodies 
in the Connecticut River) with their amphibous duck and very cap- 
able scuba divers. Due to the lack of proper equipment, we request- 
ed the aid of South Hadley and Northampton Police Departments 
who responded with boats and men in the attempted recovery of 
a body. I strongly recommend that a boat should be available by 
Public Safety for rescue and recovery attempts.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1970. Program papers 
for the Town of Hadley were submitted and approved by M. C. D. A. 
with this approval, the Town is eligible for surplus property when 
it is available. Working from a list sent to this office on available 
material and articles classified as surplus I found nothing of any 
particular value which would benefit the Town so the trip to Taun- 
ton was by-passed. 


Plans have been made to test the National Warning System 
in Massachusetts. The test will be conducted in the course of nor- 
mal, working hours and is designed to determine if the system is 
functional under a plan now called “The Fan-out System’. Under 
this plan, in the event of a situation where this area would be sub- 
ject to “Attack” the Fan would unfold from the State Police to the 
Amherst C. D. Director to the Town of Hadley Civil Defense 
Director. 


A community shelter program conducted by Curran Associ- 
ates of Northampton has been completed as far as phase 1 which 
has been the research of community fall out shelters. At present 
the Town does not have any qualified fall out shelters. As a result 
of this study by Curran Associates there is a possibility that shel- 
ter space may become available to the Town on campus at the 
University where they have been constructed along with the build- 
ing program that is under way at the present time at the U. of M. 


In closing my report I wish to stress the importance and the 
need for preparing against possible disaster.

REPORT OF THE ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Zoning Board of Appeals hereby submits its annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1970. 


Two very capable members of the Board, Mrs. Alice Banack 
and Mr. Vernon Thomas, resigned their posts as Clerk and Chair- 
man, respectively, in February. The Board of Selectmen thereafter 
appointed Stanley Bemben and Vincent Basile to the Board and 
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they were subsequently elected Chairman and Clerk, respectively. 
Mr. Richard Fydenkevez continued on as third member. Mr. Victor 
Gendrowski, as first alternate member, substituted on two occas- 
ions and Mr. Richard Chmura, as second alternate, served on the 
Board once. 


The Superior Court set aside the late 1969 decision of the 
Board which granted a variance to allow the construction of the 
Hardee Restaurant in East Hadley. However, a change in the Zon- 
ing classification of the area in question from Industrial to Busi- 
ness was effected by the last Town Meeting and the legal challenge 
was subsequently dropped. 


The Board received 17 petitions for Variances, 10 petitions 
for Special Permits and 1 petition to Appeal a decision of the 
Building Inspector during the year. The Board allowed 19 of those 
28 petitions and one was withdrawn. The petitions for Special 
Permits included requests for either the initial approval or the 
required annual renewal for the use of a trailer as a residence. 


The number of petitions per year continues to increase. The 
Board has again been rendered full cooperation and assistance by 
the Building Inspector, Mr. Leonard Shuzdak; the Town Counsel, 
Miss Paroda; and other units of government including the Select- 
men, Assessors, Town Clerk, Planning’ Board, the Finance Com- 
mittee and others. 


The public is reminded that all hearing of the Board are open 
to the public and they are encouraged to attend. 


There have been some changes approved by the voters to the 
Zoning Classification map in recent years. It appears that this 
trend will continue, particularly if the Planning Board supports 
the changes. If and when these classification changes are sought, 
we certainly hope that the Planning Board will consider the rights 
of objecting neighbors and the general public as well as the unique 
character of our Town and that they therefore will not ordinarily 
support attempts by those individuals and business groups with 
special interests who seek to effect zoning classification changes 
for obvious short time financial gains. 


Zoning classification changes should evolve from long range 
planning with full public knowledge and participation, otherwise 
they tend to undermine the protection that the public has the right 
to expect from its Zoning By-Laws.

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REPORT OF THE 
HADLEY FEDERAL LAND TAKING STUDY COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Because the tempo of activities regarding the proposed Mt. 
Holyoke National Park has accelerated within the last few weeks, 
it could be that some statements made in this report could be 
changed. But, our report will try to review the highlights of the 
past year to late and point to Town problems in the future. 


The activities which are responsible for park planning are 
primarily interested in establishing a park and conservation. Your 
Federal Land Taking Study Committee is also primarily interested 
in conservation — THE CONSERVATION OF RIGHTS OF EACH 
INDIVIDUAL AFFECTED BY THIS PARK AND THE CON- 
SERVATION OF THE RIGHTS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY. 


To protect the rights and integrity of the Town, we have ob- 
jected to the boundaries of the proposed park. The original plans 
were to take most of the lands south of Bay Road. The boundaries 
now under consideration would save all this area as well as homes 
on Lawrence Plain and Chmura Roads. This change has saved Had- 
ley hundred of acres of prime land for future growth and develop- 
ment. 


To further emphasize the problems to the Town when the park 
becomes a reality, we have stressed the following points for which 
planning must be considered — now: 


A. Reimbursement of lost tax revenue. 

B. Saving of a future Town water supply Aone found in 
Hockanum. 

C. The planning of sewer facilities to take care of large 
transient crowds. 

D. Planning of a security police force. 

E. Coordination of use and upkeep of roads. 


The Federal Land Taking Study Committee was primarily 
established for study of our proposed National Park. But, what 
does the future hold? Various forces are at work which will dras- 
tically affect the Town of Hadley. While this list is not necess- 
arily complete, it should serve as a start: 


1, The proposed Mount Holyoke National Park. 

2. Further planning by the Federal Government which would 
restrict the use and growth of all lands fronting the Con- 
necticut River. 

3. The final decision on the relocation of Route 9. This would 
cut a swath of approximately 400 feet across the town to- 
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gether with additional land taken for interchanges. 
4. Extension of Route 116 south. 
5. Further taking of lands for university expansion. 
6. Location of a Hampshire County airport. 


But, the source of greatest concern that this committee has 
found are the problems faced by individual land owners. The cal- 
lous treatment of these people to date by the National Park Ser- 
vice cannot be condoned. 


To stress the rights of the individuals, we have pointed out the 
potential monetary loss to them. Probably no area in the whole 
state has seen such a fantastic increase in land values as we now 
see in Hadley. To the people who would be faced by arbitrary loss 
or full use of these lands, they face financial hardship. To them, 
the land has been their hedge for the future. Their faith in their 
land is definitely sustained by the current economic condition of 
the country. With practically everything else that is used as a 
financial barometer going down, the price of land is going up. If 
these lands are to be taken away or restrictions placed on their 
future usage. then financial hardship would result. To allow these 
people to go elsewhere land prices must be high enough to be paid 
for their inconveniences and losses. 


If and when the park becomes a reality, all bargaining should 
be conducted in Hadley and not in Boston or Washington. 


In justification to the landowners, the culmination of any 
plans cannot take place until specific and definite explanations 
are furnished by the Federal Government and written and explain- 
ed. We have to much to lose.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


The Planning Board has held many meetings in the year 1970 
and they have attended meetings in Newton and Hyannis with the 
Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards. They have also 
acted on three sub-divisions and have held public hearings for re- 
zoning certain portions of the Town of Hadley. The Planning Board 
is in favor of rezoning the Paradise and Butler property which 
borders Route 9 in the eastern part of the town and also to extend 
the business zoning from Rocky Hill Road to the Regish property 
on River Drive. One member of the Planning Board has been ap- 
pointed to serve on the Lower Pioneer Valley Regional Planning 
District. 


Your Planning Board would like to bring to your attention the 
fact that persons out of town have acquired substantial acreages 
in the bounds of our township. These people are determined to ob- 
tain certain concessions that will make their holdings very val- 
uable. No doubt they will seek aid and services from influential 
individuals to promote these areas solely for their financial benefit. 
The agents will try hard to convince you that their motives are 
good for the town. However, these proposed promotions will be for 
benefit of the speculators who have no interest in the well being 
or good growth of our town except in their monetary gains. This 
Board hopes that everyone living here and all sections of this town 
will share equally in the benefit and gains, financial or otherwise, 
as the town enlarges normally. 


It is a fact that this town is growing. A disturbing factor of 
this town’s growth is that we have no signs of industry making any 
effort to settle here. In order to promote a healthy and balanced 
growth for any community there must be some form of industry. 
Industrial participation produces tax revenue and creates jobs for 
its inhabitants. However, it seems that if any effort has been made 
to woo industry, it has had no rewarding effects. 


Much interest is being shown by out-of-town speculators and 
builders in building multiple apartments. This has been discussed 
at great lengths by this Planning Board at most of its meetings. 
The Planning Board feels that there is no great need for such 
large complexes. We are very much in favor of allowing present 
owners of large dwellings and homes to remodel these structures 
into apartments, possibly limiting each structure to not more than 
four (4) apartments. This would give these property owners ad- 
ditional income and establish living quarters for others. There- 
fore. many would benefit as a result. Apartments well supervised 
and controlled by landlords cause no problems to the towns. 
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The Board has been observing apartment dwellings in the near- 
by cities. It seems if apartment buildings are separated; that is 
one or two on a street, everything seems clean and orderly. How- 
ever, if too many such apartment buildings are concentrated in 
one area, it soon reduces this area to slums and it becomes a ghet- 
to and haven for the disorderly that is hard for law and order to 
cope with. Your Planning Board would like to keep this town a 
clean and decent place to live in and also promote a normal and 
orderly growth benefitting everyone and not the favored few. 


Your Planning Board feels we should think of ourselves for 
a change, everyone is entitled to some personal pleasure for them- 
selves and their families. Your Board suggests that you consider 
seriously the building of a community swimming pool for the in- 
habitants of this town. We owe some consideration to the mothers 
and ladies of our town. This summer a well supervised and chap- 
eroned swimming pool would add much pleasure to all, especially 
to the growing children and their mothers. The surrounding ponds 
and rivers are not fit for swimming and bathing. Let us do some- 
thing for a necessary enjoyment.

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REPORT OF THE HADLEY 
DEVELOPMENT AND INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION 


Th- Industrial Development Commission itself with develop- 
ment and promotion of the economic resources of the community. 
Meetings have been held with many of the town committees, boards 
and inter-mectings with the town of Amh-rst, the University Plan- 
ning Commission, and Hampshire College, and numerous meetings 
with all the towns involved in the proposed Route 9. 


A yar ago, the Commission expressed its concern for com- 
prehensive planning to establish goals for the future growth of 
Hadley. It indicated to the town that the Commission was engaged 
in some basic elem nts of planning and was willing to continue 
and present to the major boards of the town, a comprehensive 
plan which would take approximately two years to complete at a 
-ost of $3,500.00 pr year. The Commission was thanked for its 
interest and willingness to work, but that this was a job that the 
Planning Board should do and the funds requested were reduced 
drastically, and the Commission could not continue its work on 
planning. 


The major probl-m that still faces the town, is the rising tax 
rate which reflects the increasing cost of operating expenses of the 
town. In order to alleviate this problem, the town must either: 
(1) Reduce Its Expenses or (2) Increase Its Income. This Commis- 
sion does not see how any of the dspartments of the town are 
going to spend any less or how any of the problems facing the town 
are going to reduce expens’s. Some of the problems may be de- 
layed but eventually, each one must be accomplished and paid for 
by the taxpayers. 


1. The takeover of the Water District. 
It has b-en estimated that thousands of dollars would be 
needed to update the present water system. 

2. Schools — 
Remodeling or building a new Middle School or regionaliza- 
tion all cost money. 

3. Federal land taking for park - reduces taxable property. 

4. The extension of Route 116 and the construction of new 
Route 9 all takes out taxable property. 

5. Sewerage problems — 
No. Hadley may require thousands of dollars to remedy. 

6. Future housing for the University of Massachus-tts with 
possible land taking - loss of taxable property. 

ie lowns Dumps 
Implementation of the sanitary land fill dump at an expen- 
Sive yearly operational cost. 

8. Construction of town highway garage. 


41. 


All of these items and many more, all increase the amount of 
taxes needed to be raised. 


The only way then, is to increase our income and it is only with 
planning the growth of the town through updated by-laws and the 
planning and budgeting of our finances, that is going to keep the 
burden from falling again, back to the taxpayer. The Commission 
feels that the officials and citizens of the town must take immedi- 
ate action in these two areas, which represented by the Planning 
Board and the Finance Committee, to affect the projections needed 
to provide relief of our increasing tax rate. 


The following should be initiated immediately. 
1. A FAIR VALUATION of all taxable property in the town. 


2. Monies for a COMPREHENSIVE PLANNING STUDY - (Not 
a master plan done by outside firms to set on our bookshelves), 
but an effort by the Planning Board, to direct and implement 
such a study. 


3. Fees for a CONSULTANT TO COORDINATE THE PLAN- 
NING effort within all committees of the town. 


4. The study and enactment of UPDATED ZONING BY-LAWS. 
Only through a coordinated planning effort of all town com- 

mittees, boards, and members, will sources of revenue be planned 
for to reduce the burden of our taxpayers.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


Ecology, Air Pollution, Water Pollution, Sewerage and Sani- 
tary Land Fill Dump are much mentioned words, that have come to 
the for:front in the minds of your Board of Health members; along 
with members of other boards who are cooperating with us to un- 
dertake some costly projects dictated by State and Federal Regu- 
lations. 


Th- Board of Health is trying to maintain and initiate pro- 
grams to have the Town of Hadley, a clean and healthy place to 
live in. We need everyone’s cooperation. 


Building Permits: 
General Laws relating to Public Health (Mass.) 
Sanitary Code, Article XI-Regulation 2.4 


Construction under a building permit on land where a com- 
mon sewer is not available may not proce:d until a disposal works 
construction permit has been obtained from the Board of Health. 
Air Pollution - Sanitary Land Fill Dump: 


We are working closely with the Board of Selectmen, on con- 
verting the present town dump into a Sanitary Land Fill Dump. 
In August, we surveyed three sites with the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health and the Board of Selectmen. We have 
recsived correspondence that the present dump off Cemetery Road 
is the most advantageous for conversion to a landfill dump. We 
have ent<red an article in the Town Warrant for sums of money to 
implement an engineering report and survey. We must plan on a 
long range program and it is evident that additional land should 
be acquired. 


The Board of Health must hold a public hearing on this matter 
under Section 150A of Chapter III of the General Laws, as amended. 
Also, The Massachusetts Department of Public Health must ap- 
prove the engineering plans before the dump can become operable. 


Water Pollution: 


The Division of Water Pollution Control of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts has cited the Town of Hadley for pollution of 
Waterways in North Hadley. They put the town on the following 
Implementation Schedule for Pollution Abatement Program: 

1. Engage an Engineer, April, 1970. 

2. Completion of Preliminary Plans report, January, 1972. 

3. Appropriation of funds for site, final construction plans, 

March, 1972. 
4. Acquisition of site, June, 1972. 
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5. Completion of Final Plans, January, 1973. 

6. Start of Construction, March, 1978. 

7. Completion of Construction, June, 1974. 
Facilities required are: Connection to Municipal systems or con- 
struct secondary facilities and discharge to Connecticut River. 


The Board of Health, Board of Selectmen and Sewer Commis- 
sioners have been working together to come up with the most fea- 
sable and practical solution to meet the implementation schedule. 


Sewer Connections: 

General Laws relating to Public Health (Mass.) 

Chapter 83 Section 11 

The Board of Health of a Town may require the owner or oc- 
cupant of any building upon land abutting on a public or private 
way in which there is a common sewer, to connect the same there- 
with by a sufficient drain and such owner or occupant who fails 
to comply with such order shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than Two Hundred dollars. 

We urge everyone who abuts a public sewer to connect, as 
such were installed for their convenience. 

Public Health Nurse and Clinics: 

Mrs. Helen Vanasse had a busy year, visiting the elderly, 
promoting good health and caring for the sick. Public Health 
Nurse services are available for all town residents. Arrangements 
can be made by contacting her at her home. 

The Board of Health conducted two Flu Clinics for towns- 
people, a Dental Clinic for school children and two Rabies Clinics 
for canines. All clinics were well attended. 


Inspector: 

On December 1, 1970, the State Department of Public Health 
absorbed the task of Inspector of Slaughtering. For the past 24 
years, Mr. Roger West, acted as inspector for the Town of Hadley 
His cooperation and assistance in this post, was gratefully re- 
ceived by the residents and the Board of Health.

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GOODWIN MEMORIAL LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Trustees of Goodwin Memorial Library submit the fol- 
lowing report for the year 1970. 


Goodwin Memorial Library continued its schedule of being 
open Monday through Friday in the afternoon from 1:30 p.m.to 
4:30 p.m. Tuesday and Friday evenings the Library is open from 
6:30 to 8:30. During July and August the Library is closed on 
Mondays. 

Due to prodding from the Library Commission in Boston to 
upgrade the qualifications for Librarians, the staff at Goodwin 
Memorial is now headed by Miss Helen McQueston with Miss Grace 
Crosier as a substitute. Mr. Charles Murphy is responsible for the 
evening openings. The Trustees are grateful to Mrs. Jane Pierce 
for her assistance during this difficult period of adjustment. 

Miss McQueston comes to the Library position with qualifi- 
cations as set forth for a small town library. She is a graduate of 
Pembroke, the Women’s Division of Brown University. Her many 
years of business experience at Cooley Dickinson Hospital will be 
a great asset in the administration of her duties at the library. 
Having been a life-long resident of Hadley, plus her service to the 
residents of Hampshire County, gives her a broad acquaintance- 
ship with the area populace. 

During the first half of the year, two high school students 
shared of assisting at the Library. However, it became evident that 
during the time when extra assistance was most needed, the stu- 
dents were unable to be present due to class schedules and/or un- 
scheduled extra-curricular activities. Since the Trustees appreci- 
ated the fact that school responsibilities are first and foremost to 
the students, a different approach was made in the Fall and the 
new system is working well for all concerned at present. 

There seems to be much interest in the History of Hadley as 
evidenced by those patronize the Library. All ages, from Cub 
Scouts to adults, have come to be enlightened. Information in books 
by Hadley authors and the historical items in the exhibit room 
serve to satiate the interest and curiosty of those seeking such 
knowledge. One note of advice; as there is but one person on duty 
at the Library, anyone interested in visiting the historical room 
is urged to make an appointment. 

Western Regional Public Library System offers services to 
the libraries within its jurisdiction. Of tremendous importance are 
the periodic visits of the Bookmobile which increases not only the 
number of books available, but also increases the range and depth 
of subject matter. During the past year, Goodwin Memorial library 
borrowed a total of 3,844 volumes from this source. 

Another service the Western Regional System offers is the 
opportunity for Librarians, Assistants and Trustees to attend lec- 
ture series in area libraries on various phases of library work. Such 
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a series on refcrence materials was offered at Forbes Library 
last fall. Miss McQueston and Mrs. Martula attended and found 
the lectures most beneficial. 

At Christmas time, two students attending Westfield State 
College, the Misses Kathy Bemben and Michaeline Wojewoda, set 
up displays relat-d to their Children’s Literature course in the 
children’s room. These displays delighted the children and stim- 
ulated greater interest in reading. Proj-cts of this nature will be 
encouraged in the future. 

Circulation at Goodwin Memorial Library has vacillated con- 
siderably during the y:ar. The lowest point was reached in August 
with a decided upsurge in October. Although Novemb r and Decem- 
ber had considerable holiday time, circulation held up surprisingly 
well. Elementary grade studsnts are still the most numerous pa- 
rons, but increased usage of the library is being made by all other 
age groups. Like the Age of Aquarious, the Age of Books is mak- 
ing the scene. 

Books purchased and received as gifts totaled one hundred 
sixty-thre-. A gift of five dollars was received from Hampshire Sa- 
lon #292 Eight-Forty and was used to purchase “The Throw-Away 
Children” by Lisa Aversa Richette. 

Suggestions made by patrons, librarians and trustees are con- 
sidercd in purchasing new titles. The resulting collection hope- 
fully satisfied patrons’ appetites for enjoyment and enrichment. 

Repairs and improvements to the physical plant included re- 
placement of slate tiles which had fallen from the roof; painting 
window frames and doorways. The ceiling in the historical room 
began to descend in sections and was properly restrained. There 
was also a minor repair to the furnace. Purchase of a typewriter 
was made to facilitate the improvement of the catolgue system. 

Since the end of August, the Truste-s have conducted the 
library business with five members. Mr. Donald Lindsley, formerly 
principal of the elem-ntary grades in Hadley, resigned to take a 
position in the Eastern part of the State. The Trustees enjoyed 
working with Mr. Lindsley who had a quiet, unassuming manner. 

The various duties in the administration of the library keep 
the Librarian assistants and Trustees quite busy. Since everyone 
cooperates, the responsibilities are not burdensome and the work 
is enjoyed by all.

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REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 
NORTH HADLEY BRANCH 


I herewith submit my annual report for the year 1970 as Li- 
rarian of the North Hadley Branch of the Goodwin Memorial 
Library. 

The North Hadley Branch has been open on 93 days during 
the year. Regular hours have been on Mondays from 3:00 p.m. to 
5:00 p.m. and 6:30 p.m. to 9:30 p.m. and on Thursdays from 
3:00 p.m. to 5:00 p.m. The Thursday hours were cancelled during 
August. The library was closed for six holidays and one snow day. 


A total of 66 books have been purchased for circulation, 41 
for adults and 25 for juvenile readers. One of these new books is 
a copy of the Hatfield Tercentenary Book, 1670-1970. Subscrip- 
tions to many magazines have been renewed and continue to be 
popular for circulation. 

A gift of 182 interesting and beautiful books, mostly adult 
non-fiction, was received in November from Mrs. Irene Dzioba 
formerly of 240 River Drive, North Hadley. Two books in Russian 
were given in memory of her mother, Mrs. Tatiana Kosinski. This 
extremely generous gift is much appreciated, as it greatly enlarges 
the selections in the areas of art, philosophy, psychology, drama, 
literature and mythology. 


Gifts of books have also been received from John Pipczyn- 
ski, Jr., Susan Rasmussen, Pamela Jochym. 


The record collection has been enlarged by the addition of 
many instrumental and vocal records in both classical and popular 
fields. 


The Bookmobile from Springfield Regional Library Center has 
made eight visits, bringing a wide variety of books to augment 
our own supply. These included 1,570 adult fiction, 788 adult non- 
fiction, 1,585 juvenile fiction, 1,248 juvenile non-fiction, for a 
year’s total of 5,191 books available from the Bookmobile for bor- 
rowers. Of these, some were books in large print for partially 
sighted readers. Interlibrary loan was utilized at times for special- 
ly requested books, and the Western Regional Film library has been 
utilized to obtain films on many occasions. 


There was a circulation of 2,134 for the year. By months, the 
circulation was follows: 


January 152, February 157, March 175, April 139, 
May 117, June 242, July 174, August 155, Septem- 
ber 221, October 213, November 278, December 121. 


It is hoped that in 1971 many more local residents will take 
advantage of the opportunity to borrow good reading material free 
at the local library which is a member of the Western Library 
System. 
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Mrs. Miriam R. Pratt has continued as Librarian, and assis- 
tants have been Pamela Jochym, Corrine Devine, Mrs. Joseph Kie- 
lee and Justina Kielec.

REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Cemetery Committee hereby submits their Annual Report. 
Cemeteries have been maintained in good order during 1970. We 
have men who are interested in what they are doing, which is a 
potent factor, as our pay rates are substandard. 

The fences that enclose North Hadley cemetery and Old Had- 
ley grounds are deteriorating and need new paint and some repairs. 
Because of high costs, we are deferring repair jobs at present. 

We regret the loss of two huge elm trees to the dutch elm dis- 
sease. Two more are dying. The Town Forestry crew took down 
one along the road, but one inside the fence had to be taken down 
by a tree «xpert concern. We did not dare leave it over the winter 
months because the dropping limbs could do great damage to monu- 
ments. The Dutch Elm funds were exhausted, so the Selectmen 
told us that we would have to pay for the removal as they would 
not transfer funds to do it. Paying for this from our small income 
really made a large dent in our income, which we had other uses for. 

The Plainville cemetery was laid out in the horse and buggy 
period making four unused road ways. We plan to divide two of 
them into burial lots, two roads are 10 feet wide and two are 8% 
feet wide. There is a growing demand for lots in that cemetery. 

Two members of the Committee are now serving over 50 years. 
My. Frank Reynolds served since July 1920 and Mr. Oscar Johnson 
a little prior to that. 

The college communities send many people to make rubbings 
of patterns on the colonial stones. The main irritant has been in 
their parking as to blocking the main drives so others were not 
able to come in. This was brought to their attention for the con- 
sideration of others.

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REPORT OF THE REGIONAL SCHOOL 
STUDY COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley, Massachusetts. 


The Regional School Study Committee met several time with 
the Hatfield Committee in the early part of 1970 after which the 
Hatfield Committee voted to discontinue the talks on regionaliz- 
ation. 


We m<t with the Hadley School Committee in the Spring to 
explain to the new members our position on regionalization and 
what has been done in the past, also a similar meeting was held 
in the Fall to bring the new Superintendent of Schools up to date. 


A meeting was held with the School Committee and represent- 
atives from the Massachusetts Department of Education at which 
time the State’s views on regionalization were explained. The State 
feels that regionalization is the only answer for a small school 
system to provide a quality education at a relatively low cost. 


A survey conducted by an interested citizens group of Hadley 
concerning the educational program revealed that 59% of those 
answering the survey were in favor of regionalization. We feel 
that the people of Hadley are still interested in regionalization 
and that in the long run this will prove to be the most economical 
method of education for the Town. 


The Hadley Regional School Study Committee will continue 
to explore further opportunities.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


The enormity and the diversity of educational problems in 
the seventies is found on the front pages of newspapers and 
magazines across the country. The problems of education facing 
the residents of Hadley are not unique, or isolated or insurmount-- 
able. With the dedicated assistance of all who value the right of 
every child to be developed to his fullest potential, the Hadley 
School Committee can and will make every effort possible to at- 
tain that goal within the economic limits of the town. 


The complacency of the populace toward the school system 
was jarred early in 1970 when a small group of concerned parents 
brought to the attention of the citizens of Hadley the need for 
change, for improvement, for accountability, for dedication in 
the training of the children of Hadley. As a direct result of their 
campaign to alert parents to take positive action and to be- 
come more personally involved in all aspects of their children’s 
education, attendance at school committee meetings reached an 
all-time high. Often the meetings were long and explosive but 
the evidence was there that Hadley parents do care about their 
children’s education and that they are willing to attend school 
committee meetings to hear for themselves the issues being dis- 
cussed. There will never be complete unanimity on school mat- 
ters as long as there are divergent views and conflicting objec- 
tives but it is not impossible to strive for a harmonious solution 
to the many problems facing those who are responsible for pro- 
viding the best possible education for all the children in the 
community. 


The resignations of the Superintendent and the Principals of 
both of the elementary and secondary schools effective at the end 
of the school year meant that the school committee was faced 
with the task of providing a new administrative staff for the 
current school year. A Citizens’ Advisory Committse was named 
to prepare a brochure, to publicize the vacancy, to screen appli- 
cations and to recommend the best candidates for the office of 
superintendent. Dr. Stanley M. Bemben, chairman, was assisted 
by school committeemen Edward G. Konieczny and John Lipski, Jr., 
by teachers Dorothy M. Russell and John J. Pipezynski, by Prin- 
cipal Joseph E. Zalot, by PTA President Richard W. Trueswell 
and by students Patty Kellogg and John Murphy. Forty-eight ap- 
plications were received from nine states. Of these, the advisory 
committee recommended seven men for consideration by the 
school committee. Four of these were subsequently interviewed 
by the school committee (the other three had accepted positions 
elsewhere) and from these Charles H. Knipple of Wanaque, New 
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Jersey, was chosen to become the eighte-nth superintendent since 
1903. Mr. Knipple has come to Hadley with a supsrior background 
in teaching, administration and public relations. With his leader- 
ship the Hadley school system can become a model for small com- 
munities. He replaced Francis W. Gallishaw who came to Hadley 
in 1968. 


The vacancy caused by the resignation of Joseph E. Zalot, 
principal of Hopkins Academy for twelve years, was filled by John 
J. Pipezynski, a Hopkins graduate and a former member of the 
Hopkins staff. A basketball star at the University of Connecticut 
during college days he continues his interest in sports by being the 
Director of Athletics as well as the sixth principal of Hopkins 
Academy since 1903, the year the trustees turned the control of 
the academy over to the town. The academy was founded in 1664. 


With the decrease in the school population it was considered 
wise to <liminate the position of assistant principal at Hopkins 
Academy. Charles J. Hangs, Jr.,was transferred from the assistant 
principalship at Hopkins to the principalship of Hooker and Rus- 
sell elementary schools replacing Donald K. Lindsley. Mr. Hangs’ 
military service and administrative experience provide a well-bal- 
anced background for leadership. 


Members of the staff and administration are encouraged to 
study the existing curriculum, to evaluate, it in terms of current 
conditions and to recommend to the school committee new courses 
that reflect the needs of the times. At Hopkins Academy several 
new courses were added this year: a work study program, Span- 
ish II and Afro-Asian Studies. Two more courses are under consid- 
eration for the second semester: Introduction to Computer Pro- 
gramming and the History of the Connecticut Valley. The latter 
course is being planned for Saturday mornings. If this pilot pro- 
gram is successful it may well be the forerunner of additional Sat- 
urday courses. Elementary French was introduced at the third 
grade level in September. 


Turnover in personnel has always been a problem in Hadley. 
One of the greatest assets of the area is at the same time one of 
its greatest liabilities. Many new teachers are wives of graduate 
students at one of the near-by colleges. These young women bring 
into the area many good ideas and view points from all parts of 
the country. However, they frequently leave the area within two 
years giving Hadley a transient type of staff. 


Fortunately, there are also those teachers who elect to remain 
in Hadley and devote their time, their energies and their talent 
to improving the minds and bodies of the children of Hadley. One 
such devoted teacher is Miss Helen E. Nash whose retirement a 
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year ago was inadvertently omitted in the school committee re- 
port last year. From March 1927 to June 1969 is a span of more 
than 42 years of service to many generations of Hadley children. 
Miss Nash served with distinction in the upper room of the Plain- 
ville school, as principal of the two-room Roosevelt school for 
over twelve years, as teaching-principal in North Hadley for five 
years, as a teacher of social studies and mathematics at Russell 
school for ten years, as a teacher of mathematics at Hopkins Acad- 
emy for twelve years and as the librarian at Hopkins for the last 
three years of her service. As early as 1927 Miss Nash was in- 
terested in sharing her love of reading with her students. She 
started the Library Reading Plan under the Massachusetts State 
Plan while at the Roosevelt School, a plan that she continued 
throughout her entire teaching career. She also led boys and girls 
in 4-H work and she served as a trustee of the Goodwin Memorial 
Library. 


Two other teachers with long service in the Hadley schools 
also retired a year ago. Miss Alice Lawrence taught at both the 
Hockanum and Russell schools from January 1929 to June 1969, 
a total of 40/2 years. Mrs. Ruth Brown gave 33 years to the chil- 
dren of Hadley. Following one year at Hockanum school, Mrs. 
Brown taught first, second and third grades in the Town Hall from 
1924 to 1927, and then taught at Hooker school for five years. In 
1932 she left teaching duties for family responsibilities but she 
returned in 1945 and taught elementary school until her retirement 
in 1969. 


The devotion of these three teachers to the children of Hadley 
should not go unnoticed. 


A Middle School, renovation of existing buildings, additions to 
present buildings, regionalization, population trends, rising taxes, 
ecology, a year-round school, evening clssses, an expanding cur- 
riculum, changing educational concepts - all will have an effect up- 
on the Hadley school system in the immediate future and will re- 
quire serious consideration as part of the over-all educational pic- 
ture in Hadley. The following table is included for informational 
purposes,

the students; to the custodians for the pride they have taken in 
keeping their buildings and grounds in good condition; to the care- 
ful and considerate bus drivers for their protective care of the 
students entrust<d to them; to the Trustees of Honkins Academy 
for their interest in the academy and for their continued financial 
support of the academy library, scholarships and prizes; and to 
all others who hav: contributed in any way to the well-being and 
growth of the students of Hadley. 


A devoted and dedicated teaching staff and an efficient and 
concerned administrative staff working co-operatively for the op- 
timum development of the children of Hadley is an important ob- 
jective of the Hadley School Committes. It is imperative that our 
children be assured of the best possible education to help them to 
cope with the problems of today and tomorrow.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Memb: rs of the School Committee and Citizens of Hadley: 


The following constitutes my first annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools for the Town of Hadley. 


My service in Hadley only spans about six months, but this 
time has b en filled with a series of challenges. These challenges 
have come from within and without the system and they have 
tested my mettle in many ways. 


Only after my arrival on the local scene, did I learn the full 
extent and magnitude of what might be called “our problems.” 
During an August interview with representatives of the press, I 
made the statement that “practically all school systems have 
problems and ours were not as bad as some people made them out 
to be.” I still believe this, but the passage of time has proven to 
me that there are real inadequacies, both in personnel and pro- 
grams, in your schools that must be addressed. They will not go 
away by ignoring them. They need to be uncovered and r-cognized 
and then resolved. Only then will the school children, our dedicated 
employees and the residents and taxpayers of Hadley begin to 
reap the full benefits and satisfactions that should b> theirs. 


As superintendent, I would like to go on record that the schools 
in this town belong to the people of Hadley. They are not mine to 
do with what I will; they cannot be allowed to become the pawns 
of local or state organizations; they are not even the exclusive do- 
main of the school committee. This latter group exercises a short- 
term stewardship when elected by the people and they should not 
only reflect the tides of public thinking that swept them into of- 
fice but must remain alert and responsive to the opinions of the 
people as time moves on. I welcome an interested citizenry. My of- 
fice door is always open to the men, women, and youth of Hadley 
who might wish to avail themselves of an opportunity to present 
or discuss any issue or to seek answers to matters of concern. 


One area that has appeared in all recent town reports is a con- 
cern for our secondary school. As recently as January 8, 1971, the 
Director of Evaluation of the Commission on Public Secondary 
Schools of the New England States Association of Colleges and Sec- 
ondary Schools reported to us that the two-year progress report 
of Hopkins Academy was reviewed and accepted. This means we 
have continued membership and accreditation until 1973. A five- 
year progress report will be due on June 1, 1973. By that time we 
hope to have made further progress in reaching the standards es- 
tablished by the evaluation committee in areas where these recom- 
mendations have real validity. While regionalization and new con- 
struction (be it a middle school or additions) have been advanced 
as possible factors in improving the physical facilities for local 
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education, we must not lose sight of the fact that we may not be 
using the Hopkins Academy plant complex to its optimum because 
of the over-abundance of very small class sizes. The principal of 
that school and I are studying the possibility of reducing the num- 
ber of sections where enrollment is very low so that we can free 
rooms and teachers to permit a further broadening of the second- 
ary curriculum with only a minimum of new tax dollars for this 
purpose. We believe it can be done and plan to present a joint 
report on the subject to the School Committee in April or May. 


I hold the opinion that a secondary school does not have to be 
big to be good. There is something about largeness that attracts 
more problems. You can have a good small school if you will accept 
the thesis that it does not have to be a small edition of the compre- 
hensive version. To me it makes real sense to consider keeping 
vour small high school—especially when you consider the growth 
prospects in Hadley—for the following reasons. 


Because a small high school is small, each student 
is really needed. This is an important counter-balance 
to our impersonal culture. 

New curriculum developments, which take into ac- 
count reorganized programs and human talent, can 
help make the small high school workable and desir- 
able.. 


There can be a different base on which to determine effective 
an efficient size. Modern educational ptrocedures—in which the 
student takes on the responsibility for learning, the teacher be- 
comes a guide in the learning process. much information is trans- 
ferred through well-designed books, audio-visual materials, pro- 
grammed texts, and similar learning devices—make this potential- 
ly possible. 


With individualized instruction, non-graded and phased ap- 
proaches to instruction, and independent study, a properly organ- 
ized small high school can offer a much more diverse education, 
more closely related to the needs of the individual, than the trad- 
itional large high school—and at probably no greater cost. 


To learn more about this interesting topic, I recommend you 
secure the September, 1970, issue (Vol. 86, No. 3) of NATION’S 
SCHOOLS and read the article titled “The Case for a Small High 
School” beginning on page 46. My office copy is available for loan. 


The individualization of instruction is an educational goal 
that has my full support. Our local elementary schools have fos- 
tered significant progress in this regard, but much more can be 
done on the secondary level. A pattern of several ability groups 
within most subject areas is not sufficient to really meet the in- 
dividual needs of students. The administration will involve the 
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high school faculty into several study groups to see what can be 
done to achieve this end. 


One shortcoming that must be met in the near future is a pro- 
vision for remedial and developmental reading at Hopkins Acad- 
emy. We hope to make a two pronged attack on this problem. One 
tack will be to enlist the aid of all teachers—-no matter what their 
subject(s)—to aid in recognizing and helping the problem. The 
other approach will be the part-time assignment of qualified pro- 
fessional help to the high school for individual and small group 
instruction in this needed area. 


As I have learned the strengths and weaknesses of this school 
system, I attach a dual high priority to improving the quality of 
instruction and in establishing standards of accountability for all 
employees. Our two principals are first-year principals, but ex- 
tremely dedicated to their responsibilities. With their special train- 
ing and cooperation, the staff (and indirectly the students) can 
look forward to continued meaningful direct supervision. I take 
pleasure in sharing and applying my background of training and 
experience toward achieving the same end. 


This administration believes strongly in fiscal responsibility. 
The 1971 school budget was cooperatively developed by the staff, 
the administration and the school committee. The final figures re- 
flect only a modest 4.4% increase over last year’s total appropria- 
tions. The estimated net cost to the town at $624,609 is only 2.5% 
higher than last year’s $609,872 figure, due in part to somewhat 
higher revenue estimates. To this will have to be added monies 
needed to implement any improvement in the teachers’ salary 
schedule that may be negotiated. The publishing of periodic fin- 
ancial statements coupled with budgetary control will enable us 
to carry out the financial plan of the school district for calendar 
KOWAL 


I would like to thank the Hadley School Committee for their 
guidance and cooperation over the past six months. In addition, I 
am very appreciative of the amount of time and energy that Mr. 
John J. Pipezynski and Mr. Charles J. Hangs, Jr. have given toward 
making their schools good places for children to learn. Our local 
schools could not begin to have any measure of success without 
the sincere dedication of so many people, including teachers, sec- 
retaries, custodians, cafeteria workers and school bus drivers. And 
lastly, I would like to thank those people in Hadley who have writ- 
ten to me, spoken to me on the street and visited me in my office. 
Their many words of encouragement are heartening to me.

Modular Scheduling 


Modular scheduling is now in its second year at Hopkins Acad- 
emy. In a further attempt to provide areas of the building in which 
students may work or receive instruction on an individual basis, 
the home economics and typing rooms have been made available 
for specified mods. Although a number of students have taken ad- 
vantage of this opportunity, the problem of large numbers of stu- 
dents who do not utilize their unstructured time effectively still 
remains. Further efforts will continue to be made throughout the 
school year to attempt to alleviate this problem. 


Careful consideration will be given by all school officials to 
the use of modular scheduling at Hopkins. After a careful analy- 
sis of both advantages and disadvantages, a decision will be 
reached for the 1971 -1972 school year. 


Interns and Practice Teachers 
Interns and practice teachers continue to be included as part 
of the educational program at Hopkins Academy, but in reduced 
numbers. All area colleges and Universities have the opportunity 
to place student teachers in our school system. Each request is 
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evaluated to determine if it would be in the best interest of both 
Hopkins Academy, and the student teacher. 


In the fall of 1970, we accepted one intern from the University 
of Massachusetts and one practice teacher from Westfield State 
College. Both student-teachers did an excellent job, and I felt each 
had a warm and rewarding experience at Hopkins. 


In February of 1971, we will have a practice teacher from 
American International College, and are presently evaluating an- 
other request from Westfield State College for April of 1971. 


My own personal feelings are that practice teachers can be an 
asset to our total school program. We will continue to be selective 
in our choices of practice teachers, and will evaluate each request 
on its merit before a decision is reached. 


Curriculum Expansion 


One of the major criticisms in the evaluation report by the New 
England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools made in 
the spring of 1968 was that additional courses are needed at Hop- 
kins Academy. A number of ways are presently being studied to 
expand the curriculum, and it is hoped that in 1971 Hopkins will 
have a variety of new courses available to its students. 


Regionalization 


This topic has already been discussed in length with one neigh- 
boring community. At this time, the question remains unanswered 
as to what direction Hadley will take. Even if regionalization does 
become a fact in the future, it will be a number of years before 
agreements and facilities are completed. 


In the meantime, all must be done to assure that Hopkins 
Academy keeps pace in providing quality education to the students 
of Hadley. Our goal will be to continue to have a fine, fully accred- 
ited high school which our students will be proud to attend. 


Driver Education 


The Driver Education program was started in February of 
1970 after being taught for a number of years by a commercial 
driving school. The program has been very successful as approx- 
imately eighty students have received thirty hours of classroom 
instruction, six hours of observation, and six hours behind the 
wheel training. This was accomplished using our own staff, and 
automobiles donated for use by local dealers. The cost per pupil has 
also been reduced since our own program went into effect. 

In the fall of this year, we received from the Federal Highway 
Safety Program a grant in the amount of $3,481.25. This grant was 
used to purchase a forty station mplti-media student response sys- 
tem with programmed tapes and filmstrips. We feel that this equip- 
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ment will be a tremendous asset in continuing to improve our Dri- 
ver Education program. 


New Assignment 

Since being appointed principal at Hopkins Academy in August 
of this year, I have studied to some extent all areas of our program. 

As a new administrator, I felt that an understanding and 
evaluation of what we are now doing with our present program 
was very important before any specific recommendations could be 
made. Only a few changes were incorporated into the schedule of 
1970-1971 from the previous year. I hope to incorporate a number 
of chang:¢s into the 1971-1972 schedule. 


Conclusion 

I would like to thank the school committee for their coopera- 
tion during the past few months, the Hopkins Academy Trustees 
for their generous contributions to our school, and to Sup-rinten- 
dent Charles H. Knipple for his advice and assistance. Also my 
sincere thanks to the many departments of the town who contribute 
in so many ways to assure a smoother functioning high school. 

Finally, I would like to thank the townspeople for their co- 
operation and encouragement since my assuming the duties of 
principal at Hopkins Academy.

REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


The following constitutes my first annual report as Principal 
of the Hadley Elementary Schools. 

Official enrollment figures for the Hadley Elementary Schools 
as of October 1, 1970, were as follows:

Total enrollment, Grades K-6, is 385. This figure reflects a 
loss of 34 pupils, since October 1 of last year. 

The faculty of the elementary schools is composed of 16 reg- 
ular classroom teachers, an assistant Kindergarten teacher, three 
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full-time teachers in the areas of Remedial Reading, Music, and 
Physical Education, a part-time teacher in Art and a part-time 
para-professional in French. Of particular note is the fact that 
Physical Education in the schools is now on a full-time basis. Each 
student receives 90 minutes of physical education per week which 
conforms to Commonwealth standards. Grades one through three 
receive 30 minutes three times per week. Grade four receives 45 
minutes twice a week. In grades five and six, boys and girls part- 
icipate in segregated classes and receive 45 minutes twice a week. 


The addition of French (FLES) to the elementary curriculum 
appears to be particularly successful. Presently, the program is 
limited to the two third grades. Each class receives 20 minutes of 
instruction per day, four days per week. Instruction is basically 
oral-aural, since no text is used and written materials are purpose- 
ly limited. Initial evaluation indicates that there is a keen interest 
on the part of the students, classroom teachers, and parents. It is 
anticipated that the program will be extended in September, 1971, 
to include the third and fourth grades. 


Several changes were instituted during the past year, the ef- 
fects of which will be experienced during the coming years. 


First, a kindergarten testing program was adopted which pro- 
vides for the lowering of the chronological age of entrance by one 
month for children who have been tested and found to be ready for 
Kindergart:n entrance. This policy will b effective for September, 
1971, entrants and will allow an additional reduction of one month, 
each year, for the next two years. This would probably add 2-5 stu- 
dents to the class. This policy in no way effects the entrance of 
children who are or will be five years of age by November first 
of the year they would normally be enrolled. 


Secondly, due to the efforts of the reading committee and m~™- 
bers of the faculty, the rcading program is presently under revi- 
Sion and a new reading program has been adopted which will al- 
low for replacement of the older material on a continuing’ basis 
within budgetary limitations. It is expected that the new materials, 
to permit equipping of the Kindergarten and one first grade, will 
be available shortly after the first of the year. Early in the Spring, 
materials will be available to equip the other first grade. Subse- 
‘quently, materials will be made available to the second grad:s by 
September, 1971, and to the third grades by September, 1972. This 
will allow for the students to progress within the new series as 
they would normally progress in their academic levels, and pro- 
vide continuity in the program. 

Thirdly, we may expect the testing of all fourth grade students 
during the second week of January, 1971. The testing will be ac- 
complished on a state-wide basis, as directed by the Department of 
Education, Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The test results will 
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be forwarded to the school departments or districts as they be- 
come available. Testing will be in the areas of reading, language, 
arithmetic, and study skills. 


Finally, several items of equipment and materials have been 
added to our library-audio visual facilities. A combination slide- 
filmstrip projector has been added, allowing the simultaneous 
showing of slides and/or filmstrips. We have also added two Super 
8mm cartridge movie projectors, one for each school, together with 
an initial purchase of approximately 27 cartridged silent color 
films in the areas of Social Studies, Art, and Science. These films 
are about four minutes in length and may be used in large and 
small groups. The equipment is extremely simple to operate and 
includes automatic rewind. In addition, we have added several sets 
of new filmstrips in Social Studies, Language, and Arithmetic. Al- 
so included is a multi-media kit of talking filmstrip in the Lan- 
guage Arts area for the primary and intermediate grade levels. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my thanks to my professional 
staff, the clerical, custodial, and cafeteria staffs, and to you, the 
School Committee and the townspeople, for the cooperation and 
assistance given to me throughout the year.
